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Student  Senate  approves 
changes  in  constitution

Future  candidates  for  Stu  - 
dent  Association  president 
may  be  required  to  list  a  vice 
presidential  candidate  on  the 
ballot.  This  and  other 
changes  in  the  SA 
Constitution  were  approved 
by  the  Student  Senate  on 
Monday,  Feb.  12.  The  vote 
was  18  to  1  with  one  absten¬ 
tion. 

The  changes  must  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Student  Life 
Committee,  the  faculty  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  fi¬ 
nal  passage. 

Previously,  the  SA  presi¬ 
dent  selected  a  vice  presi¬ 
dent  after  the  election  with¬ 
out  previous  announcement 
of  a  running  mate.  A  hotly 
debated  provision  of  the 
change  dropped  the  require¬ 
ment  that  the  Senate  ap¬ 
prove  the  new  vice  president. 

Among  other  changes  are 


the  elimination  of  four  Sen¬ 
ate  standing  committees  and 
the  addition  of  a  clause  stat¬ 
ing  that  a  student  on  social 
probation  can  run  for  an  SA 
office  provided  that  the  pro¬ 
bation  ends  before  the  term 
of  office  begins. 

A  committee  consisting  of 
Senate  President  Andy  Hahn, 
SA  President  Trish  Leurck 
and  SA  Vice  President  Mark 
Randall  drafted  the  revisions. 
The  need  to  revamp  the 
constitution  has  been  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  Senate  for  sev¬ 
eral  years,  but  the  document 
had  not  been  thoroughly 
reviewed. 

“We  reworded  the  docu¬ 
ment  to  be  clearer  and  easier 
to  understand.  Probably  60 
percent  of  what  we  did  in¬ 
volved  the  revision  or  elimi¬ 
nation  of  outdated  material 
in  a  document  that  needed  a 
house  cleaning,"  said  Hahn.

Dorm  party  policy  changes  draw  mixed

Dorm  parties  are  no  longer 
allowed  to  be  held  in  the 
dorms.  They  now  need  to  be 
held  in  Halleck  Center  Ball¬ 
room  and  have  to  be  regis¬ 
tered  with  Maggie  Flynn, 
Student  Union  Board  direc¬ 
tor. 

The  policy  change  should 
clarify  the  misconception 
students  had  about  alcohol 
consumption  at  parties,  said 
Bill  Maniscalco,  vice  presi¬ 


dent  of  Student  Affairs.  He 
recognized  that  students 
thought  alcohol  was  allowed 
at  parties  if  it  was  hidden. 
Maniscalco  also  realized  that 
students  thought  security 
was  inconsistent  in  raiding 
parties.  He  believes  that 
having  dorm  parties  in  the 
ballroom  will  “rectify  the 
problem  of  consistency  and 
(allow)  greater  supervision." 

Maniscalco  doesn't  believe 
that  changing  the  location  of 


parties  will  stop  the  con¬ 
sumption  of  alcohol,  but  he 
believes  “individuals  should 
abide  by  the  law." 

Ernest  Watson,  head  of  Se¬ 
curity,  agrees.  “The  students 
know  the  rules.  If  they’re  in 
the  wrong.  I’ll  bust  them.” 

“Parties  are  busted  only  if 
people  violate  others’  rights, 
such  as  (making)  noise  at 
3:00  in  the  morning,  and  if  a 
keg  is  found  by  the  R.A.," 
commented  Maniscalco. 


Some  students  support 
Maniscalco’s  decision. 

“Some  of  the  best  dances 
have  been  held  in  Halleck,” 
said  one  junior.  “They  used 
to  pour  vodka  in  the  punch 
in  the  Campus  Life  office. 
The  alcohol,  and  the  party 
itself,  can  be  better  controlled 
in  the  Ballroom." 

Freshman  Sherrie  Niccum 
said,  “I  don't  think  it'll  be 
that  bad  having  parties  in 
the  Ballroom.  The  Merlini

The  Noll  Hall  government  took 
responsibility  for  the  party. 
Therefore,  no  individuals  were 
singled  out  for  disciplinary  ac¬ 
tion. 

In  an  agreement  promised 
after  Thanksgiving  but  only  fi¬ 
nalized  last  week,  the  hall  was 
fined  $500  for  the  possession  of

750  ml  bottles.  Thatcher  said 


an  excessive  quantity  of  alcohol, 
the  residents  were  charged  for 
dorm  damage  only  to  Noll  and 
they  must  perform  a  service 
project  for  a  local  charity  organi¬ 
zation.  The  damage  to  Halleck 
Center’s  windows  was  covered 
by  insurance.  The  service  proj¬ 
ect  is  still  in  the  planning  stages. 

The  residents  of  Noll  are  plan¬ 
ning  on  holding  an  Easter  egg 
hunt  for  local  youth.  Student 
Affairs  official  Vicki  Kosowski, 
who  worked  out  the  disciplinary 
terms  with  Noll,  hopes  that  this 
event,  too,  becomes  an  annual 
tradition  for  Noll  Hall. 

Noll  Hall  was  not  banned  from 
having  another  Toga  Party  next 
year,  they  just  are  not  allowed  to 
have  any  alcohol  at  it.  Bill  Manis- 
calco  believes  "you  can  have  a 
party  without  alcohol." 

"Puma  rumor"  is  a  part  of 
campus  life.  The  Noll  bust  was 
just  another  example  of  how 
something  can  be  blown  way  out 
of  proportion  if  people  let  it.  Few 
students  leave  campus  without 
their  own  "Puma  rumor,"  and 
not  all  “Puma  rumors”  are  nice.

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Expansion  planned 
for  computer  network

This  summer.  Merlini  First 
willjoin  the  school  wide  com¬ 
puter  network.  Halas  First 
and  Gallagher  First  are  pres¬ 
ently  connected,  and  the  bulk 
of  the  work  needed  to  con¬ 
nect  the  other  floors  in  these 
dorms  has  already  been 
completed.  All  dorms  will  be 
Inked  to  the  network  during 
the  next  few  years. 

According  to  Bruce 
Mathew,  director  of  computer 
services,  the  project  is  still 
In  its  experimental  stages. 
The  wiring  of  dorms,  thus 
far,  is  merely  to  “check  the 
students'  reactions,"  said 
Mathew.  Presently,  there  are 
42  rooms  wired  to  the  sys¬ 


tem.  As  of  yet.  no  one  has 
attached  a  computer  in  his 
room. 

Students  will  be  expected 
to  supply  their  own  comput¬ 
ers  and  will  pay  an  $85  fee  to 
the  school  for  the  rental  of  a 
network  card.  Computers 
will  be  available  through  the 
school  at  a  35  to  40  percent 
discount. 

Students  may  also  bring  a 
Zenith,  or  any  compatible 
IBM  or  Compaq  computer 
from  home.  Furthermore, 
most  Macintosh  computers 
could  be  linked  for  the  same 
amount  of  money,  although 
the  school  does  not  have  that 
particular  type  of  network 
card  at  present.

selves  with  trying  to  CON¬ 
TROL  drinking  as  opposed 
to  obliterating  it,”  said  junior 
George  DeRosa.  “You  can’t 
get  rid  of  it.  but  you  can  try  to 
limit  it.  One  of  the  best  ways 
to  control  it  is  to  let  the  dorms 
run  their  parties  and  make 
the  dorms  responsible  for 
themselves.

due  to  lack  of  playing  time

Lack  of  playing  time  and 
the  desire  to  spend  more  time 
studying  have  caused  two 
men's  basketball  players  to 
quit  in  January.  Juniors  Andy 
Evens  and  Jerry  Redmond 
played  in  only  seven  games 
and  four  games,  respectively. 

Their  departures  doubled 
the  Pumas’  losses  since  De¬ 
cember.  That  month  Matt 
Eckert  was  dismissed  from 
the  team  for  disciplinary 
reasons.  Also,  Scott  Neff  quit 
the  team  to  transfer  to  Hunt¬ 
ington  College. 

Evens,  a  junior  forward, 
started  the  first  5  games  for 
the  Pumas  last  year,  and 
played  in  all  but  one.  This 
year.  Evens  saw  almost  no 
playing  time. 

His  departure  “was  partly 
because  of  grades  I  need  more 
time  to  prepare  for  the 
MCATs  (graduate  school 
exams),"  said  Evens. 

“And  it  might  have  helped 
to  play  more  than  seven  (in 


the  conference).  In  this  con¬ 
ference  you  have  to  push,  and 
we  were  good  enough  to  go 
deeper  (into  the  bench).  .  . 
but  that's  his  (Head  Basket¬ 
ball  Coach  BUI  Hogan's)  de¬ 
cision." 

Redmond,  a  junior  for¬ 
ward,  said,  “I  was  not  given  a 
fair  chance.  When  I  was  a 
freshman,  (Hogan]  told  the 
freshman  players  that  under¬ 
classmen  didn't  play  much 
that  he  preferred  to  play 
upperclassmen.  Now  that  I'm 
an  upperclassman,  I  stUl 
don't  play,  and  I  don’t  under¬ 
stand  why.” 

Hogan  said  that  the  two 
former  players  told  him  their 
main  reason  for  leaving  was 
to  spend  more  time  on  aca¬ 
demics.  “Since  Redmond  and 
Evens  were  not  getting  the 
playing  time,  they  wanted  to 
concentrate  more  on  their 
studies." 

Hogan  said  he  helped  Neff 
switch  schools  and  tried  to 
help  him  obtain  a  scholar¬ 
ship  at  HC. 


Matt  Eckert  did  not  leave 
the  team  on  his  own,  but  was 
dismissed  by  Hogan. 

Eckert,  a  former  co-cap- 
tain,  stated.  “People  are 
leaving  because  they  are 
unhappy  with  Mr.  Hogan’s 
abOity  to  handle  individuals 
in  a  way  they  deserve.  As  far 
as  integrity  and  human  dig¬ 
nity  are  concerned,  he  just 
didn't  treat  them  with  the 
respect  they  deserve. 

Hogan  ruled  out  the  possi- 
bUity  of  the  team’s  recent 
eight  game  losing  streak  being 
caused  by  the  quitting  of  play¬ 
ers:  “The  biggest  thing  has 
been  the  flu.  We  have  not  been 
healthy."
